This is in further response to your Freedom of 
Information Act (F0IA) request to this office regarding William 
Bradford Huie. 

Enclosed are copies of three documents consisting of 
one page each. 

To locate the records you seek, we searched the index 
to the central records system of this office. This search 
revealed five "cross" references responsive to your request. A 
"cross" reference is defined as a mention of the subject of your 
reouest in a file of another individual, organization, event, 
activity or the like. 

Excisions have been made on the enclosed documents and 
one cross reference document has been withheld in its entirety in 
order to protect materials which are exempted from disclosure by 
the following subsections of Title 5, United States Code, Section 
552 : 

(b) (1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria 

established by an Executive order to be 
kept secret in the interest of national 
defense or foreign policy and (B) are in 
fact properly classified pursuant to such 
Executive order; 



(b) (2) 



related solely to the internal personnel 
rules and practices of an agency; 




(b) (7) 



records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes, but only to the 
extent that the production of such law 
enforcement records or information 

(C) could reasonably be expected to 
constitute an unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy. 

(D) could reasonably be expected to 
disclose the identity or a confidential 
source, including a State, local, or 
foreign agency or authority or any 
private institution which furnished 
information on a confidential basis, and, 
in the case of a record or information 
compiled by a criminal law enforcement 
authority in the course of a criminal 
investigation, or by an agency conducting 
a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a 
confidential source. 

A portion of another "cross" reference document has 
been referred to another Government agency for a determination 
with regard to the release of their information which is 
contained in our files. You will be advised once a determination 
has been made. 

As we advised you in our letter of December 31, 1986, a 

search of the Elsur (Electronic Surveillance) index of this 
office revealed no records responsive to your request. 

You will note that on the enclosed pages we have marked 
the appropriate exemption citation adjacent to each excision made 
so that you can relate the exemption taken to the information 
withheld . 




If you so desire, you may appeal any denial contained 
herein. Appeals should be directed in writing to the Assistant 
Attorney General, Office of Legal Policy, United States 
Department of Justice, Attention: Office of Privacy and 

Information Appeals, Washington, D.C. 20530, within thirty days 
from receipt of this letter. The envelope and the letter should 
be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Appeal" or "Information 
Appeal." Please cite the name of the office to which your 
request was directed.
